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Harding Refunding 


Is Passed. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—{Spe- 
cial.J}—After voting down the soldiers’ 
bonus, the senate tonight passed the 
$11,000,000,000 foreign debt refunding 
bill, virtually in the form recommended 
by the administration. The bill author- 
izes the refunding of the foreign debt 
into securities maturing in not more 


than twenty-five years. 


The soldiers’ bonus question came up 
on two amendments one offered by 
Senator Simmons of North Carolina 
and another offered by Senator Jones 
of New Mexico. The Simmons amend- 
ment provided for use of the interest 
on the allied loans to pay the soldiers. 
It was tabled, 42 to 28. The Jones 
amendment provided for a bonus to be 
paid directly out of the treasury. It 
was beaten, 42 to 21. 

The refunding bill itself was carried 
by a vote of 39 to 25. Three Republi- 


- gans, Borah, La Follette, and Norris, 


broke away from party lines, and 
joined the Democrats in opposition to 
the measure.

In the debate“*preceding the vote on 
the bonus amendments Senator Sim- 
mons declared that no excuse could be 
offered for further postponement of 
justice to the world war veterans. He 
said the question had been put up to 
the senate three times, and that it was 
becoming evident the administration 
had no intention to allow a bonus. 

Senator McCumber of North Da- 
kota, Republican, chairman of the 
finance committee, informed the senate 
that a bill was now on the legislative 
Ways to give the soldiers adjusted com- 
pensation. He predicted that it would 
be passed at an early date and that 
President Harding would sign it. He 
urged the senate not to “tie up” the 
bonus with the foreign debt refunding 


bill. 
“For my own part,” said Senator 


McCumber, “I do not want to jeopar- 
dize the bonus by attaching it to a bill 


. which I do not know the President will 
. sign while there is such good prospect 


of prompt passage of a bonus bill which 
I am certain will receive the Presi- 


dent’s approval.” 


Senator Watson of Indiana, Republic. 
likewise predicted prompt- and 
favorable action on the bonus. In 
view of this prospect, he moved to 
table the Simmons amendment. His 
motion stirred up a hot legislative tilt, 
but it prevailed nevertheless.

“FLU” EPIDEMIC IS 
RAGING INN. Y.; 813 
CASES IN'24 HOURS 

New York, Jan. 31.—Influenza cases 
have reached epidemic proportions, 
Health Comniissioner Copeland an. | 
nounced tonight in making.public a 
report showing that 813 cases of the 
disease and 283 cases of pneumonia 
had been reported during the last twen- 
ty-four hours. There were forty-three 
deaths from the two causes. . 
Dr. Copeland pointed out that the 
epidemic this year was much milder 
than the one of 1918-19, when on the 
corresponding day there were reported 
2,070 cases of influenza and 283 of | 
pneumonia, with sixty-one deaths from 
‘the former and ninety-nine from the 
latter. 
In 1918-19. the age group of those 
between 25 and 45 years was the most | 
fatally affected, while this year those 
in the extremes of life appear to be 
the hardest hit.

There cannot be any justification of sumptuary 
legislation which deniés the majority a voice in the 

making of the laws. Chicago does not have a 
majority, but the social and moral reformers would 
take measures against the possibility of a liberal 
majority expressing its desires. This is a new 
note in American politics and a dangerous one. 

The third reason is to prevent the political con- 
trol of the state by the city, regardless of economic 
or moral consequences, That is founded in the 
fear that the great Voting massés of the city will 
act together to take all the positions and leave 
the country without a plum. 

That is not justified in fact or prospect. The 
masses of the city do not unite and will not. They 
have as many preferences and divide in as mans 
ways as voters anywhere else in the state. Unfai 
legislative restriction could not prevent them from 
uniting if they wanted to and might give them the 
very reason for uniting. If a city could escape 
unfair legislation only by controlling the ad- 
ministrative officers of the state Chicago might 
then have only one purpose in a state election—to 
control state administration—and it might succeed. 

The unreasonable restrictions demand violations 
of peer which would be intolerable.

| Control of Rates Backward Step 


ae _ There has been much discussion lately of bills introduced into Congress to take, 
- away from the Interstate Commerce Commission all authority over state rates. The 
proposed legislation, we believe, is unprogressive, impractical and illogical. — | 
-  Qur Federal Constitution grew out of a generally feeling on the part 
of the people that commerce among the states should be free! Our forefathers were | 
convinced that, nothing but ruin and chaos wodld result from a system which allowed i 
one state to put restrictions upon the commerce of another state. The Federal Gov- 
.  ernfhent was founded upon the thebry that’ commerce and ‘trade were national sub- 8 
/-» jects.and should not be subjected to local gonditions. To that end the Constitution jf 
confers the exclusive power upon Congtess to regulate commerce among the states. : 
By a long line of Supreme Court decisions it is now thoroughly settled that a state | 
must not be permitted to make any rate or regulation which will interfere with inter- F 
state commerce. The power of the Interstate Commerce Commission to condemn such (fF ‘ 
rates which do discriminate against interstate commerce has been repeatedly upheld. = 


As a practical matter, everyone knows that a railway system traversing a - 
_ umber of states is operated as a unit. All its property is used in both interstate 
| “and intrastate commerce. Its revenues from both are commingled; its expenses as 
between the two classes of commerce cannot be accurately sepafated. It ought not 
to maintain upon its line as many separate and distinct systems of rates as there 
are states which it traverses. In the case of the Illinois Central System, pass- 
ing through and touching fourteen different states, it is obvious at a glance that it 
ought not to have fifteen systems of rates, one applicable to interstate commerce, and  [f- : 
/ fourteen others applicable to the commerce of the different states which it serves. If | 
such a theory is sound, so far as the practical effect is concerned, it would be equally | 
sound to say that each county traversed by the railroad should have the right to make 
a separate system of rates. Of course, there is a political difference as between the 
relation of counties to states and states to nation, but, as a practical matter, the two 
situations are analogous.
